Fitzgerald (6,555,839), etc., alone or in combination, do not anticipatively disclose each and 
every aspect of the claimed method for fabricating a metal-oxide semiconductor field effect 
transistor, or fairly make a prima facie obvious case of the claimed method, in combination with 
other processing claimed limitations as recited in base claim, the inclusion of providing a layer of 
strained silicon grown on a layer of silicon germanium, and shallow trench isolations defining 
active regions; implanting carbon into the strained silicon; and formmg a MOSFET that 
incorporates the silicon implanted strained silicon layer in the active region.
